The Red Cross is doing a great and^ beneficent work in this 


war and the people .are supporting it with commendable il> 
erality bul a step was taken ii) New York: the other day the 
nronriety of which is clearly. ope:n to question.

This was :y'ery nice for the-Red Cross, and it was also a 


punishment for the ofYending.bakers. 
But if this sort of thing 


weft to be made tlie rule where would be'protection of the 
eovernment and the public,come in? 
The food regulations! 


were designed to conserve certain food articles because of 
necessities growing out of the war, and honorable bakers, 
dealers and citizens have accepted the situation m good faith. 
Some of the resultant conditions are not altogether agreeable, 
but in a spirit of.patriotism-and readiness to sacrifice the peo- 
ple have bowed to the rulings of the Food Administration and 
are doing their best lo live up lo them. 
, 


The penally for violation of the rules by manufacturers and 


dealers is the'suspension or revocation of their licenses or the 
cutting oft' of their supplies. This penalty was prescribed m 
order to make possible a rigid enforcement of the rules, it 
being well known thai fines have comparatively little deterrent 


1 effect upon offenders against Ihe laws. As a rule the man who 
pays a fine'feels'that he-lias fully squared himself with the 
law as be has in a strictly legal sense, and that he is aNiberly, 


' lo do as he pleasedthereafter, provided he slands prepared lo 


settle in case 6f 'further trouble. This has been proved over 
and over again in.the cases of offending automobilisls and 
other classes of •offenders. - . ' ' ' . 


To most people it will'seem hardly proper to attempt to en- 


force the-food regulations by such methods. Should manu- 
facturers and dealers in foods come to understand that they 
could ignore-the regulations with impunity, beyond the pay- 
ment of'suins-of 'iuohey into the treasury of the Red Cross.or 
some olheptreasury in case of detection, (he regulations would 
be practically sidetracked and the conservation of foods in the 
way thai has been attempted would come to naught. 


'As lias been'slated, the foorti regulations are not allogether 


agree'able, b'ul'they. have.been established for a purpose, and 
while they slandMhe/Vnould be rigidly enforced. And if this 
is to be done the prescribed penalties must be imposed m cases 
of violation and offenders must nol be allowed to walk off by 
merely "chipping in" lo the Red Cross, noble and deserving as 
is (hat great organization. ,There should be nothing resem- 
bling the "sale of indulgences" in the enforcement of the,food 
regulations,;and lliere must nol'be if the expecled benefits of 
(hose regulations are to be realized.
